The fire epidemic wkich vimited Weat-
ville i5 one of the most daring ever
recorded in the criminal annals of New
Jersey.

The incendlary opened his campalgn
about ten days ngo when he sent anony-
mous “Biack Hund” letter to filve resi.

their homes would be burned uniess
they supplled him with sums ranging
